DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Claims 2-19 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set 
forth in MPEP § 821 .04(B), claims 1-2 are, directed to the process of making or using 
an allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction 
requirement, *** hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 
1.104.

Reasons for Allowance 

Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The examiner 
has reviewed the prior art in light of applicant's claimed invention and finds that the

combined claims define over the prior art. The cited prior art does not disclose or 
suggest a semiconductor device inter alia the limitations "a) creating a first block 
comprising a PHEMT enhancement mode transistor on a substrate; b). creating a 
second block comprising a PHEMT depletion mode transistor on the substrate, the 
second block operatively connected to the first block; and c) creating a third block 
comprising a power pHEMT transistor on the substrate, the third block operatively 
connected to at least one of the first block and the second block. .."
